WASHINGTON, July 13.—After a 
lengthy conference with attorney s.

Justice Bailey on Saturday had 
refused to suspend the one y ear jail 
sentence given Fall for accepting a 
$100,000 b rib e for an oil lease while 
he was secretary of the interior. 
The justice had agreed however 
to permit a consultation to deter­ 
mine whether fall would agree to 
have a day added to his sentence 
so that the attorney general might 
b e given the discretion of assigning 
him to a western prison. 
Phy sicians had reported that Fall 
was a victim of inactive tub ercu­ 
losis and that if he were b rought 
to an eastern jail it might b ecome 
active. 
Either Texas or New Mex­ 
ico, has b een suggested as a place 
where he might b e sent to serve 
his sentence.

Both for the sake of 
employ ment, and in order to giv e small 
towns and rural 
areas

h^hw ay s that are v ital to their ex istence, 
the secondary road mov ement has been 
making 
tremendous 
headway 
of 
late, 
iineteen-thirty -one is to be one of the 
greatest road building y ears in our his­ 
tory . 
;Iii all sections of the country there are 
ofd grav el 
and 
waterbound 
macadam 
roads suitaWie to serv e as bases for new 
highway s. 
New surfaces can be laid ov er 
them, and at a great sav ing. 
It amounts 
t(> trading in old roads for new, ex actly 
as we trade in old cars on new models. 
^Recently dev eloped surfaces offer com- 
niunities the adv antages of low upkeep 
awd original cost, coupled with dependa­ 
bility and safety .

There is no moratorium, no truce, no 
abridgement of obligations in or after the 
wars that come and go in the world of 
the professional gangsters. 
Indeed, if it were not for the discom­ 
forts that gang wars inv olv e for the inno­ 
cent by stander it might seem quite logi­ 
cal and wise to call the police off and let 
the Capones and the Torros and the Dia­ 
monds fight their battles to a finish. 
In 
that way , from the look of matters now, 
they would quickly effect their own ex ­ 
termination. For theirs is one section of 
the so-called human race that has gone 
completely back to the rules of jungle. 
Little by little, as authoritiv e ev idence is 
brought to light, it is plain that the mod­ 
ern gang answ^ers only to law^s that pre­ 
v ail among animals in their wild state. 
They are motiv ated only by greed and by 
iear. 
Inev itably they are on the w^ay to 
Tnutual destruction. 
Lately the federal police authority has 
been closing 
in on 
the 
jungle 
of the 
racketeers- 
But the professional organ­ 
izers of the new" outlawry are doing far 
more damage to one another than the law' 
can hope to do to them. Capone is not 
only going to jail. 
He is broke, accord­ 
ing to federal officials. 
And he is broke 
because of the greed of his associates and 
protectors. 
In a final analy sis it prob­ 
ably w'ould appear that the most intense 
hardships now ex perienced by gang or­ 
ganizers and leaders ev er are due to 
police and political cliques that operate 
here and there not as representativ es of 
the law but as hijackers and banditti on 
their own account. 
These peculiarly priv ileged gangsters 
hav e quite obv iously gone mad with a lust 
for easy money . 
It is because of them 
that Capone is now forced to pawm the 
family jew'els. Their demands become too 
great ev en for the clique which, headed 
by Capone, had a monopoly of a business 
that represented a turnov er in Cook coun­ 
ty alone of one billion dollars a y ear. 
It

i.'on dollars w'ent to policemen and poli- 


ticians in Illinois. 
This pressure from the

first of this month hav e been surprised to 
find that deliv eries cannot begin before 
August. 
“ One large agency has stated that if it 
had 10 thousand pieces of serges to de­ 
liv er at once it could hav e sold them. This 
is a most unusual situation, and confirms 
much that was said earlier in the y ear 
concerning the ex tent of inv entory shrink­ 
age in many plants and many clothing 
manufacturing establishments. 
“ Many mills are activ e in plain staple 
coatings for women’s wear and the de­ 
mand for prompt deliv eries has come in 
from western firms that ordered early to 
be able to supply chain stores and other 
large distributors. 
It is noted in some 
large agencies that the requests for de­ 
liv eries hav e been larger than they pro­ 
v ided for.” 
When business picks up, after a long 
depression, it begins in just that way .

MUST DO MORE TALK 
In the first quarter of 19 31, the rail­ 
roads employ ed 359 ,16 1 less persons than 
they employ ed, on the av erage, during 
the first 
quarters 
of 19 25-19 29 . 
These 
workers, according to a spokesman for 
the industry , were largely depriv ed of 
their jobs because of regulatory policies 
w'hich hav e directly and indirectly pre­ 
v ented railroads from adjusting them­ 
selv es rapidly to changing business and 
economic conditions. 
The present railroad crisis cannot be 
charged entirely to the general depres­ 
sion. 
All during the past decade railroad 
freight business has grown at a slower 
rate than ev er before, and passenger busi- 
ness has constantly decreased. 
Competi­ 
tiv e transportation agencies not gov erned 
by the same paraly zing restrictions as the 
railroads— oil pipe lines, buses, freight 
trucks and gov ernment-subsidized water- 
w'ay s— hav e taken a v ast v olume of busi­ 
ness that because of the more fav orable 
conditions under w"hich they are permit­ 
ted to operate, once w'ent to the railroads. 
And, on top of it all, tax es hav e been in­ 
creased while railroad rates hav e been 
held dow’n until tax pay ments absorbed 
one-third of the railroads’ net earnings in 
the first four months of 19 31. 
Here is a situation worthy of considera­ 
tion. 
Railroad w'orkers and stockholders 
are entitled to a fair deal. 
The gov ern­ 
ment is spending millions of dollars in an 
effort to ov ercome 
unemploy ment— and 
at the same time persisting in a policy 
that has caused sev eral hundred thousand 
men in a single industry to be thrown out 
of w'ork. 
So long as gov ernment-fav ored 
competition is permitted to ex ist, w'e will 
not be able to do much but talk about 
“ bringing back railroad prosperity .”

Another method 
is the use of stry chnine, here a rt 
the directions: Take raw peanuts, 
sq ueeze the end of each shell, and 
insert a cry stal of stry chnine. Then 
put the peanuts about 20 feet apart 
in their runs. 
Another remedy is 
paradicholordenzine. This is a pow­ 
der which is placed in the gronnd. 
A half-teaspoonful every 10 feet 
The moles are said to have ended 
their activities at once, no doubt 
try ing to pronounce it.

BERLIN, July 13.—(.P)—A great 
bank was in trouble today and all 
stock ex changes in Germany were 
closed as the government strove to 
halt the nation on the brink of 
economic ruin. 
On the doors of the great Darm- 
staedter Und National Bank , one of 
the five largest in the country w'ith 
capital and reserves of about $30,- 
000,000, on its 63 branches in Ber­ 
lin and on others throughout the i 
Reich hung notice that it had been 
compelled to suspend payment. 
The notice carried the assurance, 
how’ever, that the government would 
guarantee all deposits and that “or­ 
derly liquidation” of the bank ’s busi­ 
ness w’ould be carried out. 
To protect other bank s and the 
general credit structure of the coun­ 
try, the government decided to is­ 
sue an emergency decree binding 
all important bank s into a credit 
block through which any weak unit 
V ould be protected by the assets of 
all, and creating a special “commis­ 
sioner of devi^en” with ex traordi­ 
nary pow’ers to combat the alarm­ 
ing run on foreign currencies.
